Williams tells attorneys she 
made up story about 
daughter’s murder confession

Linda Williams says her daughter, Tonya 
Ford, didn’t call her and say she killed 
her husband. She said she simply made 
that story up to see how far law enforce¬ 
ment would take it. 

And law enforcement took that admis¬ 
sion as fact, as Ford is currently on trial 
for murdering her husband, David Ford, 
who was a Lebanon Police Officer. 

The trial began in Taylor Circuit Court 
on Monday, three and a half years after 
Officer Ford’s death. 

Proceedings began with jury selection, 
in which Taylor Circuit Court Judge Dan 
Kelly and defense and prosecution attor¬ 
neys asked a series of questions to the 
pool of 150 potential jurors. 

A jury of four men and 10 women was 
seated at about 11:15 a.m. After the case 
concludes, two of the 14 jurors will be 
excused. The remaining 12 will be asked 
to deliberate and decide whether Ford is 
guilty. 

Ford, 39, is accused of shooting and kill¬ 
ing Officer Ford on Feb. 10, 2009. She 
pleaded not guilty in November 2010. 

Officer Ford, 40, was found shot to death 
in the head at his Graham Road home in 
Campbellsville. Ford called the Camp- 
bellsville/Taylor County E-911 Center 
and said she had arrived at the home and 
found that her husband had been shot. 

Taylor County Coroner Terry Dabney 
said in 2009 that an autopsy confirmed 


Officer Ford’s death as a homicide. A 
year and a half after Officer Ford’s death, 
on Oct. 19, 2010, a Taylor County grand 
jury convened in special session to hear 
from 17 witnesses and then issued an 
indictment charging Ford with first- 
degree murder. She was arrested at 9:52 
a.m. the following day at the Taylor Coun¬ 
ty Courthouse. 


She was released from the Taylor Coun¬ 
ty Detention Center on Nov. 9, 2010, after 
family members posted a $30,000 cash 
bond. She has remained out on bond 
since. 

Monday, which was three and a half 
years after Officer Ford’s death, was 
Ford’s sixth trial date. If convicted, she 
faces as much as life in prison. The pros¬ 


ecution has said it will not seek the death 
penalty. 

At press time, the prosecution was pre¬ 
senting its witnesses in the case. Ford’s 
defense attorney, Danny Butler of Greens¬ 
burg, had yet to present his opening argu¬ 
ments or any witnesses. 

Opening Statement 

“Hell hath no fury like a woman 
scorned,” Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney John Miller, who is prosecuting 
Ford, told jurors during his opening state¬ 
ment. “That’s what this case involves.” 

Miller said Ford and her husband, who 
separated just a few weeks before Offi¬ 
cer’s Ford’s death, had been married for 
about 14 years. He said the couple had 
problems that stemmed from affairs, but 
had always reconciled. 

In January 2009, he said, Officer Ford 
began dating Mary Ramose of Lebanon 
and decided he wanted to divorce Ford. 

Ford began living with Ramose, Miller 
said, but came to Campbellsville each 
Tuesday and Wednesday to be with his 
and Ford’s son. 

Miller said the Fords had been receiv¬ 
ing anonymous notes on their vehicles 
that contained threatening messages. The 
notes made the two a bit paranoid, he 
said. 

Miller said Ford began her plan to kill 
her husband a week before his murder, on 
Feb. 3, 2009. That’s when Ford called a 
local tax preparation office to make an 
appointment for her and her husband to 
complete their taxes. 

Exactly a week later, at 1:07 p.m., Ford 
called 911 to report that her husband had

won’t see dty 
tax increase 

City Council votes to keep rates the same 
as last year, producing similar revenue

Residents likely won’t see an increase in their city 
property tax bills this year. 

During a special meeting on Monday night, Campbells¬ 
ville City Council members had first reading of an ordi¬ 
nance that keeps the city’s real and personal property 
rates the same as last year at 19.2 and 17.9 cents per $100 
assessed value, respectively. 

Though last year’s rates were 19.1 and 18.1 cents, the 
differences in property value will produce about the 
same revenue as last year, at $5,000 more revenue for 
the new property located in the city limits. 

Council members were presented with three options, 
including taking no increase or raising the rate to 
increase revenue by 2 or 4 percent. 

Law allows rates that would increase revenue by 4 per¬ 
cent without being subject to voter recall. A rate increas¬ 
ing revenue by 4 percent requires a public hearing. 

Campbellsville Mayor Tony Young said he wants to 
hear Council members’ thoughts on what rate the city 
should set. 

Council members David Nunery, Patti Phillips, Randy 
Herron, Terry Keltner and Vicki Mullins did not attend 
the meeting. 

City Clerk Cary Noe said the city’s revenue will 
increase a bit this year even if it kept the same rate 
because personal property assessed values have 
increased a bit and there is some new property within 
the city limits. 

The 19.2 cents per $100 rate is expected to generate 
nearly $897,000, which is an increase of $5,570.45 when 
compared to last year’s rates. 

Rates producing 2 percent and 4 percent more in rev¬ 
enue would have produced nearly $21,000 and $42,000 
more for the city, respectively. 

Councilman Stan McKinney said he favors not raising 
taxes because some residents are unemployed, haven’t 
received raises in years and are struggling financially.

EMS merger appears to be a success 


After one fiscal year, merger 
credited for reducing expenses

With the first fiscal year since 
local EMS services were merged 
just completed, city and county offi¬ 
cials say they have spent less to 
operate emergency services opera¬ 
tions than they anticipated. 

And they say the merger of Camp- 
bellsville/Taylor County Rescue 
and Campbellsville Fire Depart¬ 
ment was what made that happen. 

The committee charged to study 
the operation, revenue and expens¬ 
es of both the Campbellsville/Tay- 
lor County Rescue and E-911 opera¬ 
tions met Tuesday night to discuss 


the financial aspects of the opera¬ 
tions through the end of the 2011- 
2012 fiscal year, which ended June 
30. 

Members include city councilmen 
Mike Hall Jr. and Greg Rice and 
Magistrates Richard Phillips and 
Ed Gorin. Campbellsville Mayor 
Tony Young and Taylor County 
Judge/Executive Eddie Rogers are 
nonvoting members. 

All members attended Tuesday’s 
meeting, as did County Treasurer 
Melissa Williams and EMS Direc¬ 
tor Gary Magers. 

Young began the meeting by say¬ 
ing that Magers brought the new 
medic unit the committee agreed to 
buy, if members want to see it. He 
said the unit has a sign on it that 
states that the vehicle was paid for 


entirely with funds saved by merg¬ 
ing rescue and fire and with the 
help of all EMS employees. 

When expenses and income were 
tallied for the 2011-2012 fiscal year, 
Young said, the deficit for EMS, 
E-911 and Rescue totaled 
$1,242,358.70. When divided, he 
said, that means the city and county 
were each responsible for 
$621,179.35. 

The city and county will split that 
deficit equally, according to the 
agreement the entities entered into 
last year when Campbellsville/Tay- 
lor County Rescue and Campbells¬ 
ville Fire Department were 
merged. 

The county paid the city $650,000 
last fiscal year for operating EMS,

‘Drive Sober or Get Pulled Over’ 
campaign runs through Sept. 3 


Those who drink and 
drive in Campbellsville 
should beware, Campbells¬ 
ville Police is joining with 
law enforcement through¬ 
out the nation for the 
“Drive Sober or Get Pulled 
Over” campaign through 
Sept. 3. 

The strong nationwide 
impaired driving crack¬ 
down will include high- 
visibility enforcement and 
high-profile events and 
will be supported by 
national paid advertising, 
creating a comprehensive 
campaign to curb alcohol 
impaired driving in August 
and through the Labor Day 
holiday weekend. 

Campbellsville Police 
said its officers will be 
aggressively looking for 


impaired drivers during 
the crackdown and will 
arrest anyone caught driv¬ 
ing impaired. 

“On average there is one 
alcohol impaired driving- 
related fatality every 51 
minutes across America. 
But this tragic loss of life 
can be reduced if we get 
impaired drivers off our 
roadways,” according to 
CPD Captain Shannon Wil¬ 
son. 

“Research has shown 
that high-visibility enforce¬ 
ment like the ‘Drive Sober 
or Get Pulled Over’ cam¬ 
paign reduces alcohol- 
impaired driving fatalities 
by as much as 20 percent. 
By joining this nationwide 
effort, we will make Camp- 
bellsville’s roadways safer 


for everyone throughout 
the Labor Day period.” 

Last year, Kentucky 
recorded more than 5,600 
crashes related to drugs 
and alcohol, resulting in 
150 deaths and more than 
3,000 injuries. 

During the Labor Day 
holiday weekend, 13 peo¬ 
ple were killed and over 
332 were injured on our 
roadways. Six of those 
deaths involved alcohol. 

“Obviously we want to 
remind everyone that it is 
illegal to drive impaired, 
and we hope the campaign 
will remind people that if 
they plan on drinking, to 
never get behind the 
wheel,” Wilson said. “But 
if someone does choose to 
drive impaired, we will 
arrest them. No warnings.

Governor declares Taylor County to be in drought 


Additional 68 counties declared in drought, 
some will be eligible for assistance 


Kentucky governor 
declares Taylor, other 
counties drought disaster 
areas 

Kentucky Gov. Steve 
Beshear recently 

announced more Kentucky 
counties, including Taylor, 
have been classified as 
drought disaster areas by 
U.S. Agriculture Secretary 
Tom Vilsack. 

In a letter to Beshear, 
Vilsack declared an addi¬ 
tional 68 Kentucky coun¬ 
ties as primary disaster 
areas because of losses 
caused by drought that 
occurred April 1 and con¬ 
tinuing. Primary counties 
included in this disaster 


designation include Taylor, 

Adair, Allen, Anderson, 
Barren, Bath, Boone, Bour¬ 
bon, Boyd, Bracken, Bul¬ 
litt, Campbell, Carroll, 
Carter, Clark, Clinton, 
Cumberland, Edmonson, 
Elliott, Estill, Fayette, 
Fleming, Floyd, Franklin, 
Gallatin, Garrard, Grant, 
Green, Greenup, Harrison, 
Hart, Jackson, Jefferson, 
Jessamine, Johnson, Ken¬ 
ton, Laurel, Lawrence, 
Lewis, Lincoln, Madison, 
Magoffin, Marion, Mason, 
Menifee, Metcalfe, Mont¬ 
gomery, Nelson, Nicholas, 
Owen, Pendleton, Pike, 
Powell, Pulaski, Robert¬ 
son, Rockcastle, Rowan, 


Russell, Scott, Shelby, 
Simpson, Spencer, Trim¬ 
ble, Warren, Washington, 
Wayne, Wolfe and Wood¬ 
ford. 

Also as a result of this 
designation, 22 contiguous 
counties are eligible for 
assistance. Those counties 
are Boyle, Breathitt, But¬ 
ler, Casey, Clay, Grayson, 
Hardin, Henry, Knott, 
Knox, LaRue, Lee, Letch¬ 
er, Logan, McCreary, Mar¬ 
tin, Mercer, Monroe, Mor¬ 
gan, Oldham, Owsley and 
Whitley 

After a similar declara¬ 
tion last month and earlier 
this month, Kentucky now 
has 116 counties as either 
primary or contiguous 
disaster areas due to 
drought. 


“We are pleased that Sec. 
Vilsack has issued this 
disaster designation for 
the benefit of additional 
farm families in Kentucky 
While some areas have 
seen rain in recent weeks, 
it did not arrive in time to 
mitigate agricultural loss¬ 
es in these counties,” 
Beshear said. 

“The widespread impact 
this drought has had on the 
Commonwealth can be 
seen in that 97 percent of 
the state is covered by a 
disaster designation. I 
appreciate Sec. Vilsack’s 
continued support of our 
farm families.” 

To date, USDA has desig¬ 
nated 1,792 counties as 
disaster areas, 1,670 due to 
drought. 


Eight die on Kentucky roadways last week 


460 have died on 
Kentucky roads in 2012 

Preliminary statistics 
indicate that eight people 
died in eight separate 
crashes on Kentucky’s 
roadways from Monday, 
Aug. 13, through Sunday, 
Aug. 19. 

Six of the victims were 
traveling in motor vehicles 
and four were not wearing 
seat belts. Two of the fatal¬ 
ities occurred in Jefferson 


County. One fatality 
occurred in Fayette, Ows¬ 
ley, Pike and Spencer 
counties. 

One fatality was the result 
of a motorcycle crash in 
Whitley County 

One pedestrian was killed 
in Jefferson County in a 
crash involving the use of 
alcohol. 

Through Aug. 19, prelim¬ 
inary statistics indicate 
that 460 people have lost 
their lives on Kentucky 


roadways during 2012. 
This is 16 more than 
reported for this time peri¬ 
od in 2011. 

Of the 363 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 206 victims were 
not wearing seat belts. Of 
the 54 motorcycle fatali¬ 
ties, 27 were not wearing a 
helmet. Three of the four 
ATV fatalities were not 
wearing a helmet. 

Thirty-six pedestrians, 
one scooter/moped rider 
and two bicycle riders 


have been killed. A total of 
74 fatalities have resulted 
from crashes involving the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

Residents can contribute 
to highway safety by 
reporting erratic drivers to 
the Kentucky State Police

Callers will remain anon¬ 
ymous and should give a 
description of the vehicle, 
location, direction of trav¬ 
el and license number, if 
possible.

E-911 and Rescue, Young 
said, as it has for the past 
several years. 

When paying that, he 
said, the county overpaid 
$28,820.65. As such, Young 
gave Rogers and the mag¬ 
istrates a check for that 
amount. 

According to Young’s end 
of the fiscal year figures, 
the cost to operate the EMS 
operation was reduced 
from the 2010-2011 fiscal 
year to the 2011-2012 fis¬ 
cal year by $355,751.19. 

In all, expenses for EMS, 
E-911 and Rescue for the 
2010-2011 year were $2.8 
million. For the 2011-2012 
fiscal year, the cost was 
also $2.8 million, though 
the total includes buying a 
$132,000 medic unit. 

Income generated by 
E-911, Rescue and EMS in 
the 2010-2011 year 
increased by nearly 
$198,000 in the 2011-2012 
fiscal year. 

Young said that when he 
first proposed merging 
Rescue and Fire, he pro¬ 
jected the savings would 
be $365,000. He said the 
$355,000 figure is pretty 
close. 

“So, we had a good year,” 
he said. 

Young said the credit for 
having that good year goes 
to all EMS, Fire & Rescue 
and E-911 paid personnel 
and volunteers. 

“And it was a success,” he 
said. 


Young said EMS runs are 
increasing, which means 
more revenue is being col¬ 
lected. Hall said that while 
income might be increas¬ 
ing, he also sees that 
expenses are being cut. 

While that is true, Young 
said, last fiscal year, 
employees received raises 
and insurance premiums, 
pension and fuel costs all 
increased. Nevertheless, 
he said, the expenses held 
steady and were kept in 
line. 

“Through all of that, we 
still came out with this,” 
he said. 

Young said the merger 
has been more successful 
than he imagined, with the 
city having money in the 
bank to pay cash for a new 
medic unit. 

If that purchase hadn’t 
been made, he said, he 
would have given the coun¬ 
ty another $66,000 in over¬ 
payment. 

Young said another new 
medic unit should arrive in 
December, which is a part 
of the city’s two-year rota¬ 
tion to purchase new units 
as current EMS vehicles 
get outdated and have 
increased mileage. That 
medic unit will be paid for 
in monthly payments, 
Young said. 

Hall said purchasing new 
vehicles every two years is 
sure to save on mainte¬ 
nance costs. Magers said 
his figures say EMS spent 


about $12,000 last fiscal 
year on its three first-out 
units in maintenance costs. 
With new units, he said, 
the expenses would not 
have totaled that much. 

As EMS runs have 
increased, Young said, 
there are days when there 
are four medic units on the 
road instead of three. 

“We are stretched at 
times,” he said. 

Magers said EMS went 
on about 5,000 runs last 
fiscal year. When he began 
working for Rescue in 
1998, he said, employees 
went on fewer than 2,000 
runs a year. 

“And we still have about 
the same number of 
employees today,” Magers 
said. 


Young said Fire & Res¬ 
cue staff provide back up 
in case EMS employees 
can’t handle the runs on 
their own. 

Young said he appreci¬ 
ates the committee work¬ 
ing together to make the 
merger a success. Phillips 
echoed Young’s thoughts. 

“This community’s 
strong when we’re togeth¬ 
er,” Young said. 

In other business, Hall 
was named chair of the 
committee. He replaces 
Phillips in the capacity, 
who had served in the 
position since the commit¬ 
tee was created last year. 
The committee will next 
meet in October. That 
meeting will be open the 
public.

Childhood obesity 
a major problem 

C hildhood obesity is a major problem in Ken¬ 
tucky and any type of physical activity or diet 
that can be done to point kids toward a 
healthier lifestyle is welcome. 

With more and more children living sedentary 
lifestyles compared those kids from generations 
past, it is hardly surprising the state’s obesity rate 
has skyrocketed. 

More must be done to get these kids off the couch 
and wean them from so much video-game play and 
junk food - back toward healthy activities such as 
jogging, participating more in gym classes at school 
and more physical activities after school.

Some kids may have gone into these races last 
weekend thinking that they couldn’t compete or 
even finish them, but they did. Completing them 
had to be a huge self-esteem booster. 

In an age when so many kids head straight for the 
couch after school and during the summers, these 
types of exercises hopefully instill in these kids the 
importance of physical activity. 

It better - something has to seriously change 
because the battle against childhood obesity is one 
our state can’t afford to lose.

Drug coalition co-chairs praise Higdon’s efforts 

We, the Campbellsville Taylor County Anti-Drug Coali¬ 
tion co-chairs, want to applaud Sen. Jimmy Higdon, 
R-Lebanon, and his efforts to make a difference in pre¬ 
scription drug abuse. 

The rates of misuse, abuse and diversion of prescription 
medications, primarily opioid pain medications such as 
OxyContin, Lortabs, Vicodin, and Percocet, have esca¬ 
lated to a crisis level in Kentucky. Many adults and young 
people assume that prescription drugs are safer and 
more “legitimate” than illegal drugs. Medication abuse 
can lead to addiction, overdose or death. 

It is our opinion that House Bill 1 requiring doctors and 
pharmacists to register with and utilize the previously 
voluntary Kentucky All-Schedule Prescription Electronic 
Reporting system to monitor the prescribing and dis¬ 
pensing of controlled substances in the state is a step in 
the right direction. Consistency in KASPER utilization 
will lessen potential abuse and diversion. 

Working to establish a multi-discipline approach, the 
Coalition will continue to educate and build awareness on 
the dangers of misuse and abuse of prescription medica¬ 
tions. Know what medicines you have in your home and 
pay attention to the quantities. 

Keep all medications in a place where they are not eas¬ 
ily accessible and encourage friends and relatives to do 
the same. With excess unused medications being a source 
of supply to the “street,” always dispose of any unused 
medications properly. 

Take advantage of the permanent prescription drop box 
located at the Campbellsville Police Department or dis¬ 
pose of your old medications during one of the two 
national take-back days.

W hat did I do during my 
summer vacation? I got 
cancer! 

Earlier this year, I was feeling 
kinda run down. I had a cold that 
just wouldn’t go away, a nagging 
fever and some swelling around 
my stomach that clearly wasn’t 
from Oreos. 

In May, I finally went to the 
doctor. They drew some blood, 
did an x-ray, offered a few theo¬ 
ries and sent me home until the 
results came in. 

By that night, I was in Taylor 
Regional Hospital’s emergency 
room, where a doctor was telling 
me that I may have cancer. 

The news didn’t phase me, but 
my wife, who was sitting by my 
side, lost control of her emo¬ 
tions. Seeing her cry hurt more 
than hearing I had cancer. 

On May 13, while I was a patient 
at University of Louisville Hos¬ 
pital, we celebrated Mother’s 
Day with my mom and learned 
that I did indeed have cancer. 

It’s called Chronic Myeloid 
Leukemia and, while not the 
worst form of cancer, it’s no 
walk in the park. 

While I was still walking and 
talking, I did “black out” for 
about six days while the cancer 
cells were multiplying and 
quickly taking over my blood 
stream. 

I remember laying down on the 
couch to take a nap. I woke up 
six days later at U of L Hospital, 
my second stay there. While I 
was only there three days the 
first time, I spent five weeks and 
four days there the second time. 

My doctors tell me that when I 
came to U of L the second time, 
I was near death. I guess that 
explains the missing time. 

But, chemotherapy pills did a 
number on the cancer cells, 
along with my hair and skin, and 
here I am. Alive and kinda well. 

My form of cancer doesn’t 
require radiation or surgery. I 


have chemo pills that I take 
twice a day, every day. They are 
keeping the bad cells in check 
until a bone marrow donor can 
be found. I’m told the bone mar¬ 
row transplant will sideline me 
for likely six months, though it’s 
possible I could return to normal 
life in as little as three. 

There’s also a chance it could 
kill me. But, then again, so could 
a piano falling from the sky. I’m 
not too worried about death. I 
was saved during my first stint 
at U of L and no matter what 
happens, I’m going to live for¬ 
ever. 

After a more than three-month 
absence, I’ve finally returned to 
work here at the Central Ken¬ 
tucky News-Journal. 

I can recall on those long, long 
stressful days having thoughts 
about how nice it would be to 
just be able to lay around watch¬ 
ing TV or reading on a full-time 
basis. Having now done that, I 
can assure you that it’s thor¬ 
oughly awful. Since day one, I’ve 
dreamed of returning to work. 

I move a little slower these 
days. I suffer from what some 
call “chemo brain.” It’s a mix¬ 
ture of fatigue and “Honey, have 
you seen my car keys?” You for¬ 
get a lot of things. I have alarms 
on my phone that tell me when 
to take my medicine, some of 
which treats the bone and joint 
pain caused by the daily chemo 
pills. Some days are great, some 
days my legs are wracked with 
pain and walking is downright 
torture. 

Abby, my wife, started this pro¬ 
cess as a crying mess. But some¬ 


where in there, she found an 
inner strength that perhaps she 
didn’t know she had. She became 
the one who made decisions 
(before it was a partnership), 
who paid the bills and asked 
doctors the questions. She 
became my rock and I drew 
strength from her. 

I’ve always loved her more 
than I could ever articulate. But 
now, that love is even stronger. I 
fight through the bad days for 
her. When I feel down, I think of 
her smile and her infectious, 
unique laugh. Or, even better, I 
say something stupid and make 
her laugh. There’s nothing like 
the real thing. 

Two things have happened dur¬ 
ing my little sickness so far. I’ve 
realized just how much I love 
my life. And I let God into my 
heart. I suspect now, things will 
only get better. 

In fact, everything is better 
these days. Food tastes better. 
The books I read carry more 
weight. Music I listen to hits me 
on a more profound level than 
before. The Bible, which con¬ 
founded me when I was lost, 
makes perfect sense to me now. 

I’ve also made a few new 
friends during the process, one 
of whom, Sonya, has CML also. 
We’ve swapped plenty of war 
stories. Being able to talk to 
someone who’s fighting the same 
illness as you does wonders for 
the soul. 

I still have a long road ahead of 
me but I have Abby and God to 
carry me when I’m too weak to 
walk on my own. With them by 
my side, I’ll be just fine.

• Huddle House of Campbellsville Bypass in Camp¬ 
bellsville received a health code score of 88, citing four 
violations. Three gallons of chocolate milk were found 
out of date, kitchen staff were found touching ready to 
eat foods with bare hands, a scoop used for butter was 
stored improperly during pauses in use and the inside of 
a reach-in cooler and freezer weren’t clean, along with a 
table under a kitchen grill and a drawer reach-in cooler. 
At an immediate follow-up inspection, the restaurant 
received a health code score of 97, citing four violations. 


The milk was disposed of and the bare hand issues were 
corrected. The other violations remained. 

• Lee’s Famous Recipe Chicken of East Broadway in 
Campbellsville received a health code score of 89, citing 
eight violations. Carrots were stored next to raw chicken, 
scoops for flour, salt and coleslaw weren’t food grade, 
cabinet floor was in poor repair, wiping cloths weren’t 
stored in sanitizing solution, fountain drink machine 
nozzles and cabinets weren’t clean, there was no sign at 
the women’s restroom directing employees to wash 
hands, a walk-in cooler and floors in kitchen were in poor 
repair and ceiling tiles and wall tiles were in poor 
repair. 

• Hardee’s of East Broadway in Campbellsville received 
a health code score of 97, citing three violations. Top of 
fryer wasn’t clean and floors and walls were soiled in 
hard to reach areas. 

• Chick-fil-A Express of University Drive in Camp¬ 
bellsville received a health code score of 96, citing one 
violation.

won’t see city tax increase 


“I think we ought to 
tighten our belts a little 
bit and pass what we 
can on to the public.” 

McKinney made a 
motion to keep the same 
rate as last year. Coun¬ 
cilman Greg Rice sec¬ 
onded the motion. No 
vote is required at a 
first reading. Council¬ 
man Mike Hall Jr. said 
when the city and coun¬ 
ty began its agreement 
to levy the county occu¬ 
pational tax, county 
officials said they would 
not set a tax rate that 
would increase revenue 
by 4 percent. 

“Of the course over 10 
years, that resulted in a 
40 percent loss of tax 
base in the county,” he 
said. “Which was a real 
problem and caused 
some of our problems 
over that 10 years when 
they ran out of money 
and they started look¬ 
ing for new ways to 
draw revenue.” 

Hall said Council 
members should weigh 
that when thinking 
about what tax rate to 
make. He said not tak¬ 
ing the 4 percent 
increase could be OK 
for a few years, but 
might not be responsi¬ 
ble governmental prac¬ 
tice for more than that. 

McKinney said he 
agrees and remembers 
wondering if the county 
had set a rate that would 
increase revenue by 4 
percent each year, 
would levying an occu¬ 
pational tax have been 
necessary. 

Hall said, “It’s easy to 
say ‘Oh, let’s don’t raise 
taxes,’ but the conse¬ 
quence is ... you’re not 
gaining 4 percent of 
your tax base.” 

McKinney said he 
agrees that the city can 
only keep its rate the 
same for a few years. 

“Hopefully, in the next 
few years it will 
rebound,” he said. “And 
we have spent money 
we didn’t have to 
spend.” 

Hall said some of the 
city’s purchases will 
require additional 
money to develop.

“Mayor, what do you 
recommend?,” Hall 
asked. 

Young said he wants 
to hear the Council’s 
recommendation. He 
said the city’s last rate 
increase was in 2005 
and before that in 2001. 
Both were rates that 
increased revenue by 4 
percent. 

Young said he under¬ 
stands both McKinney’s 
and Hall’s feelings. 

“I feel like we’re still 
struggling,” Young 
said. 

Hall asked if the city 
can operate on the same 
rate as last year and be 
OK. 

“Yes, we can,” Young 
replied. 

McKinney asked if the 
city’s 2012-2013 budget 
was built on keeping 
the rate the same as 
last year’s. Young said 
it is. 

Council members will 
consider final reading 
of this year’s tax rates 
at their next regular 
meeting on Tuesday, 
Sept. 4, at 7 p.m. at the 
City Council meeting 
room above Campbells- 
ville Police Depart¬ 
ment. The meeting is 
open to the public. 

Interim Fire Chief 

Council members 
appointed Kenny 
Anderson as Camp- 
bellsville Fire & Rescue 
interim chief as the city 
continues the process 
of hiring a replacement 
for Allen “A.J” John¬ 
son, who will retire on 
Aug. 31 after 18 years 
in the position. 

Young said last week 
that 11 candidates were 
interviewed last week 
and a second round of 
six interviews will be 
this week or next. There 
might be a final round, 
he said, before he rec¬ 
ommends a candidate 
for permanent replace¬ 
ment. 

During Monday’s 
meeting, Young said 
Anderson is one of sev¬ 
eral internal personnel 
who have applied for 
the chief’s position. 
Hall made a motion to 


appoint Anderson, 
effective Sept. 1, which 
Councilwoman Vangie 
Ford seconded and was 
unanimously approved. 

Also at the meeting: 

• Young announced 
that there will be a ded¬ 
ication service on 
Thursday, Sept. 6, at 
Campbellsville Univer¬ 
sity to dedicate a court¬ 
yard created in the late 
Frances Clinkscales’ 
honor. The courtyard is 
located beside the nurs¬ 
ing and education build¬ 
ings on campus. Clink- 
scales, a long-time 
Council member, died 
in 2008. The ceremony 
is open to the public. 
Young said the court¬ 
yard was a joint effort 
by CU and the city. 

• Council members 
set the 2012-2013 motor 
vehicle and water craft 
rate at 19.3 cents per 
$100 of property value, 
which is the same as 
last year. 

• Ford asked Young 
what tennis court reno¬ 
vations will cost at Mill¬ 
er Park. 

Though he gave no 
final totals, Young said, 
“We wouldn’t have done 
it if we didn’t have 
enough money.” 

She also asked for the 
city to consider install¬ 
ing a guardrail near 
Warren Place. Young 
said he will research 
that possibility. 

Ford said there have 
been some projects 
happening in the city 
that she didn’t know 
about. Young said he 
has spoken to Council 
members about several 
projects and written 
about them in the CKNJ 
and is willing to talk to 
Ford about any of the 
city’s projects. 

• Council members 
had final reading of a 
budget amendment 
accepting $250,000 in 
grant funding on behalf 
of The Healing Place. 
The funding must flow 
through the city’s 
account.

Williams admits lying about confession 


been shot. The morning of 
Feb. 10, 2009, Miller said, 
Officer Ford left Lebanon 
to come to Campbellsville 
to get some paperwork 
from home to prepare for 
the tax appointment. Mill¬ 
er said the jury would see 
several cell phone records 
showing where Officer 
Ford was on his trip from 
Lebanon to Campbells¬ 
ville. 

At 10:59 a.m., Miller said, 
Officer Ford called his 
wife and was talking about 
getting their tax return 
completed. 

When that call was 
placed, Miller said the 
jury would learn, Ford was 
in the area of her Graham 
Road home. 

At about 11:12 a.m., Mill¬ 
er said, Officer Ford 
arrived home, came inside 
and sat down at a comput¬ 
er desk to try to remove a 
virus from the Fords’ com¬ 
puter. He lit a cigarette, 
Miller said, and typed in a 
website address at 11:16 
a.m. 

Miller said Officer Ford 
was then shot in the head 
from two to four feet 
behind him. The bullet, he 
said, exited Officer Ford’s 
right eye. Blood pooled on 
the desk, Miller said, and 
Officer Ford fell on his 
side. 

Miller said Ford needed 
to make sure no evidence 
was left at the scene, so 
she took the gun and bul¬ 
let, but left a shell casing. 
Then, he said, she had to 
go and create her alibi. 

Miller said he is confi¬ 
dent that jurors will hear 
that Ford went driving 
around Campbellsville 
looking for apartments, 
went to buy cigarettes, get 
something to eat and then 
visit family. She then went 
home and found Officer 
Ford. 

He said jurors will hear 
from witnesses that she 
visited Sonic restaurant to 
see a family member 
between 10:50 a.m. and 
11:08 a.m. Miller said that 
isn’t possible because cell 
phone records place Ford 
near her home when Offi¬ 
cer Ford called her at 10:59 
a.m. 

“The defendant made one 
major, major mistake,” 
Miller said. 

Ford called her sister at 
11:20 a.m., Miller said, and 
cell phone records say that 
call also originated from 
the Graham Road area. 

Miller said jurors will 
hear Ford when she called 
911, saying that her hus¬ 
band had been shot. He 
said Ford has said she was 
in her kitchen when she 
saw her husband, which is 
about 30 feet away from 
where Officer Ford was 
found. 

“She didn’t run to the 
body to see if he was alive,” 
Miller said. “She was 
totally unconcerned with 
herself. She doesn’t run 
next door, thinking there 
is a shooter in the home. 
She had a reason not to 
worry. Because she’s the 
murderer.” 

Miller said jurors would 
hear from an EMS employ¬ 
ee who arrived at the 
scene, who says it isn’t 
possible for Ford to have

known her husband had 
been shot just by seeing 
his body from 30 feet 
away. 

Miller said Kentucky 
State Police Detective 
Israel Slinker will tell 
jurors that there was no 
forced entry at the Gra¬ 
ham Road home. He said 
Slinker will testify that no 
gun shot residue was found 
on Ford’s hands, though 
the detective wasn’t sur¬ 
prised since she had more 
than enough time to wash 
her hands and change her 
clothes. 

Miller said jurors will 
hear from two witnesses 
who said they heard Ford 
say she would kill her hus¬ 
band if she knew she could 
get away with it. And they 
will also hear from Ford’s 
mother, Linda Williams, 
who says Ford called her 
and admitted to shooting 
her husband. 

Miller said the evidence 
against Ford is circum¬ 
stantial, but that jurors 
will hear that Ford was a 
scorned woman. 

“And that’s exactly what 
this case is about,” he 
said. 

Butler reserved his open¬ 
ing statement for when the 
prosecution finishes pre¬ 
senting its evidence. 

Testimony 

Jurors heard from sever¬ 
al witnesses on Monday 
and Tuesday, the first of 
which was from Slinker, 
who was in charge of the 
Officer Ford murder inves¬ 
tigation. 

As Slinker testified, Mill¬ 
er showed the jury photos 
of Officer Ford. Ford, who 
was dressed in black, hid 
her face and cried as the 
photos were shown. 

Slinker said a .40 caliber 
gun, Officer Ford’s former 
duty weapon, was used to 
kill Officer Ford, though 
the gun was never recov¬ 
ered. He testified many 
officers went to great 
lengths to find the weapon 
to no avail. 

Jurors heard the three 
interviews that Slinker 
and other detectives con¬ 
ducted with Ford, during 
which she denied having 
anything to do with killing 
her husband. 

In the interviews, Ford 
said she and her husband 
loved each other, but sepa¬ 
rating was mutual. 

On the day her husband 
was killed, Ford said she 
took her children to school 
and then went back home. 
She said she left a while 
later and drove around 
town to look for apart¬ 
ments. She said she went 
to buy cigarettes, got 
something to eat at McDon¬ 
ald’s and went to Lump¬ 
kin’s Auto Sales & Salvage 
and Sonic to talk to family. 
She said she arrived home 
at about 1 p.m. and saw her 
husband’s truck in their 
driveway. She went in the 
kitchen, she said, and saw 
Officer Ford and then ran 
out of the home. 

“Did you have anything 
to do with David’s death,” 
Slinker asked during one 
of the interviews. “No, I 
didn’t,” Ford replied. 


Slinker said the truth 
will come out and that 
Ford needs to be honest. 

“I have absolutely noth¬ 
ing to hide,” Ford said dur¬ 
ing the interview. “I did 
not kill my husband. I 
didn’t.” 

Ford told Slinker that she 
doesn’t know who killed 
her husband. 

In a later interview, 
Slinker said witnesses 
reported that Ford’s car 
was at the home when Offi¬ 
cer Ford arrived. Ford 
said that isn’t true. 

In the third interview, 
Ford denied making an 
appointment to complete 
the couple’s tax returns on 
Feb. 10, 2009, at noon. She 
said she called the tax 
office but did not make an 
appointment. Slinker said 
witnesses said Officer 
Ford told them he was 
going to Campbellsville 
for the appointment. 

“I loved David,” Ford 
said. “We wasn’t in love 
anymore ... I did love him. 
He was my best friend. We 
still talked every day.” 

In the third interview 
with Slinker, which he said 
was more of an interroga¬ 
tion than an interview, he 
told Ford that she needs to 
explain where she was the 
day of Officer Ford’s death. 
He told Ford that he knows 
she was at home until 11:20 
a.m. that day, which Ford 
denied. Slinker said cell 
phone records prove dif¬ 
ferently. 

“I didn’t kill David,” Ford 
said during the interview. 
“You’re just gonna have to 
take me to court.” 

Slinker said Ford either 
killed her husband or knew 
who did. He said others 
have solid alibis, though 
part of hers isn’t clear. 

“I can put you there,” 
Slinker told Ford. “I was 
not,” she replied. 

“You can lie to me all you 
want. It’s gonna come out,” 
Slinker said. 

“I don’t know who done 
it,” Ford said. “He was the 
love of my life.” 

Slinker later said, “It’s 
not me saying you did it. 
It’s facts.” 

Ford said, “I did not kill 
David Ford. If I was gonna 
do it, I’d done it a few 
years ago.” 

Slinker testified that 
Ford was at the Tobacco 
Shed at 11:40 a.m. At 12:10 
p.m., Ford was at McDon¬ 
ald’s. At 12:15, she was at 
Lumpkin’s Auto. He said 
those stops can be veri¬ 
fied, but it can’t be veri¬ 
fied when Ford was at 
Sonic. Some witnesses say 
it was between 10:50 and 
11:08 a.m., Slinker testi¬ 
fied, but cell phone records 
show that Ford was in the 
area of her home at that 
time. 

Jurors heard the 911 call 
Ford made to report her 
husband had been shot. 

During the call, she said, 
“I live at 109 Graham Road 
and my husband is shot.” 

Slinker said from where 
Ford said she was stand¬ 
ing, there is no way she 
could have known that he 
had been shot. He said he 
had to be 5 to 10 feet away 
to see that Officer Ford

had been shot. Butler 
asked why Slinker didn’t 
interview Ramos’ hus¬ 
band. Slinker said the man 
had signed in at his employ¬ 
ment with a thumb print 
scanner and his boss said 
he was there the entire 
shift, which was when 
Officer Ford was killed. 

Butler asked Slinker if he 
can say Ford was at her 
home when Officer Ford 
was killed. Slinker said he 
can’t, but can say she was 
in the area at 11:20 a.m. 

Testimony from a worker 
at the tax preparation 
office told jurors that Ford 
called her and made an 
appointment for Feb. 10, 
2009, at noon. She said the 
Fords did not show up for 
the appointment. 

Williams testified that 
she doesn’t have a rela¬ 
tionship with her daughter 
and hasn’t spoken to her 
since she was charged 
with murder. 

She said she didn’t 
receive a call from Ford 
confessing that she had 
killed Officer Ford. 

Jurors were shown a 
video of a controlled drug 
buy in which Williams is 
shown selling drugs to a 
confidential informant. 
During the transaction, 
Williams tells the Cl that 
her daughter said she shot 


Officer Ford in the head. 
Williams said that conver¬ 
sation was just discussion 
amongst people. 

“I’m the one that lied, 
Tonya didn’t,” Williams 
testified. 

Jurors heard an inter¬ 
view with Williams and 
other KSP officers in 
which she said Ford con¬ 
fessed to the murder. 

“She said, T just snapped. 
I just snapped.’” 

Williams also spoke 
about a grandchild named 
Ashley that was her favor¬ 
ite, and that she believes 
Ford did kill her husband. 
Williams said Ford asked 
her to follow Officer Ford 
but she refused. 

Williams testified that 
she loves her daughter and 
that Ford never called 
her. 

Miller asked why Wil¬ 
liams would say that Ford 
called her if she didn’t. He 
also asked if Williams 
realizes that the accusa¬ 
tion is serious. Williams 
said she understands. 

“I made up the conversa¬ 
tion,” she said. “I had no 
idea they would take it this 
far ... this call never hap¬ 
pened. Never.” 

Williams said she felt 
harassed and said what 
she thought law enforce¬ 
ment wanted to hear. 


“I don’t even talk to 
Tonya. Tonya doesn’t even 
talk to me,” she said. 

Miller asked what Wil¬ 
liams thought would hap¬ 
pen when she came for¬ 
ward with the alleged con¬ 
fession. 

“What better proof than 
the defendant’s own moth¬ 
er?” he said. 

“I wanted to see how far 
it would go,” she said. 

Miller said, “It’s gone 
pretty far, hasn’t it.” 

When asking his ques¬ 
tions, Butler said he didn’t 
know where to begin. 

“I didn’t know you were 
going to tell the truth,” he 
said to Williams. 

Butler asked, “Who the 
hell is Ashley?” 

Williams replied that she 
made the name up and 
Williams said she has 
never met Ford’s children 
and never been to her 
home. 

“That’s all false,” she 
said. 

“She didn’t call you. Peri¬ 
od,” Butler asked. 

“No,” Williams said.

If you’re name is Haskins and 
you’re from Central Kentucky 
and you have not been involved 
any time with basketball, you 
might be considered an outcast.

Late summer good for catfish 


T here’s plenty of warm (and 
probably hot) weather left 
before fall’s cooling breezes, 
and there’s plenty of time to catch 
big catfish 

During August and September 
anglers usually find some of the 
best catfishing of the year, includ¬ 
ing some biggest fish catches. 

Hot, late, summer weather and 
warm, early, September days mean 
slow fishing for most species. Fish 
seem to slow down just like anglers 
in the heat but for catfish anglers, 
these hot days and nights can mean 
“hot” fishing. 

Some of the biggest catfish of the 
season are taken during this period 
of time. The state record blue cat 
(104.5 pounds) was caught in 
August from the Ohio River near 
Hawesville. During that week, sev¬ 
eral anglers caught cats over 50 
pounds in the area. 

A recent early August King Cat 
tournament on the Ohio at Vevay 
produced big catfish, especially for 
some participating Kentucky 
teams. 

Taking first place was the team of 
Scott Cress of Covington and Carl 
Crone of Villa Hills with an impres¬ 
sive weight of 190.1 pounds and 
earning $4,300. Scott and Carl were 
fishing the Markland Pool targeting

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fish in 30-50 feet of water using 
skipjack to catch around 60 fish 
over the two-day period. Each team 
was allowed to weigh in five fish 
each day of the competition. 

In second place was Rob Benning- 
field of Bowling Green and Ricky 
Eisett of Louisville, weighing in a 
close 188.3 pounds and earning the 
team $2,000. Rob and Ricky were 
fishing just below the Markland 
Dam in 30-35 feet of water anchor¬ 
ing and drifting using skipjack to 
catch eight fish in two days. 

But these warm days of late sum¬ 
mer aren’t limited to river fishing, 
they also are productive in lakes as 
well whether fishing Kentucky 
Lake, Green River, Cumberland or 
other Kentucky lakes. 

Catfish can be caught anytime of 
the year and anytime of the day, but 
probably the most likely time to 
catch big cats in warm weather is 
at night. Catfish seem to prefer to 
feed late evening and early night. 


Some studies show there also is 
another significant feeding period 
in early morning, just before day¬ 
light. 

Most cats go into deep, cooler, 
darker water in summer time, 
especially during the day. But like 
everything else, there are excep¬ 
tions. They often will come up to 
feed in early evening, 

Not all catfish are alike. There are 
a number of different species of 
cats and they have different habits, 
including what they prefer on their 
menu. Blue cats and channel cat¬ 
fish select from a varied menu and 
will bite on night crawlers, chicken 
livers, cheese and stink baits, and 
minnows. 

Channel cats at times can be 
aggressive. I’ve caught a number of 
channels on bass lures. What I 
anticipated was a dandy large- 
mouth turned out to have whiskers. 

Flathead catfish, who earn their 
name from the shape of their head, 
prefer a diet of live fish, and among 
their favorites are shad, skipjack 
herring and bluegill. 

In late summer, flatheads prefer 
deeper holes, but they will come up 
at times in search of food. And of 
the big cats, most fish eaters agree 
that the flathead is the best tasting.

Campbellsville Baptist 
helps welcome CU student- 
athletes and hand members 


Athletes made to feel like 
their ‘home away from home’

After a grueling first week of condition¬ 
ing and practice, Campbellsville Univer¬ 
sity student-athletes were able to take a 
break Sunday and worship with a local 
church. All fall sports were invited to the 
campus of Campbellsville Baptist Church 
(CBC) for their morning service and a 
complimentary breakfast.

men’s and women’s golf, men’s and wom¬ 
en’s cross country, men’s and women’s 
soccer, football, volleyball, and some of 
the cheerleading squad. Mallory Vest, a 
freshman cross country runner from 
Michigan, was very thankful for the 
event. 

“The meal was great,” said Vest. “We 
have been practicing hard this past week, 
so it was nice to be able to sit down and 
just relax. I thought it was so kind of 
Campbellsville Baptist to show us they 
care that much.” 

The idea of hosting the athlete-centered 
service actually began more than a decade 
ago with associate head football coach, 
Jim Hardy, and his Sunday school class.

A blood donor card or 
driver’s license or two 
other forms of identifica¬ 
tion are required at check¬ 
in. 

Those who are 17 years 
old, (16 with parental per¬ 
mission in some states, 
weigh at least 110 pounds 
and are in generally good 
health may be eligible to 
donate blood. High school 
students and other donors 
18 years of age and young¬ 
er also have to meet cer¬ 
tain height and weight 
requirements.
